PRESENTS GIFT 
TO LIBRARY 


Burton E. Nelson, president of the 
Stout Institute from 1923 to 1945, 
has presented to the Stout library a 
major portion of his private library. 
This contribution given by President 
Nelson includess over four hundred 
books on many subjects, a valuable 
collection of literature concerning The 
Stout Institute and the complete vol- 
umes for several years of some of the 
more important contemporary period- 
icala. 

Included in the gift are the 19-vol- 
ume set, “Library of the World's Best 
Books,” and the 39-volume set, “The 
World’s Great Classics.” In the field 
of history are several set: Macaulay's 
“History of England” (5 vols.) ; 
Hume's “History of England” (5 
vols.); Harper’s Encyclopaedia of Un- 
ited States History (10 vols.); and 
the “History of All Nations” (24 
vols.). Collections by individuals in- 
clude the works of Mark Twain (21 
vols.), Guy DeMaupassant (12 vols.), 
Rafael Sabatini (20 vols.), Honore de 
Balzac ( 19 vols.), R.L. Stevenson (8 
vols.), Plutarch (10 vols), and Ralph 
Waldo Emerson (14 vols.). 


A valuable history of The Stout In- 
stitute may be obtained from the ma- 
ny bulletins, annuals, and other publi- 
cations; several of these go as far 
back as the beginning years of the 
present century. Back copies for sev- 
eral years of contemporary periodi- 
cals including “Newsweek” and “UU, 
S. News and World Report” are also 
a part of President Nelson's gift.

FRESHMEN TESTS 


September 6th was testing day 
for ali new students entering The 
Ltout Institute. When the pa,e-. we.c 
ail in they tallied 203 sets of answer 
whsets for thie dfferent tests, 


The three tests given each year 
include The American Council ry: 
chological Examination, the cooper: 
--ve read.ng test, and the Myers-1tc. 
high school Frogress Test. The psy- 
chologicai test is given for the pur- 
pose of giving the faculty and the 
students insight into the native learn- 
ing ability of each testee. One score 
of this test describes the ability of the 
student to interpret what he reads. 
A second score is a measure of his 
ability to do quantitative thinking. 
The reading test measures four dif- 
ferent things; total reading ability, 
vocabulary, speed in reading and level 
of interpretation. The high school 
achievement test checks on the valid- 
ity of high school marks. 


A record of these examinations 
goes to the president’s office, the 
student personnel director, the offices 
of the deans, the registrar and the 
psychology department. The results 
are used by the faculty in the inter- 
est of the students welfare only. Re- 
sults: are never used in a negative 
way, but rather to assist the student 
in personal adjustment and course 
selection.

Should pupils in industrial educa- 
tion shop courses pay for the mater- 
ials they use? If they should pay, 
when should the money be collected? 
What is the average charge to stu- 
dents who pay for the materials 
used ? 

Writing in the October 1951 issue 
of the “American School Board Jour- 
nal.” Dr, Stuart Anderson, associate 
Professor of education division, The 
Stout Institute, reports the results of 
a survey made to determine existing 
practices in Wisconsin schools, 

Dr Anderson reports that in all but 
one city, high school pupils taking in- 
dustrial éducation subjects paid for 
materials used, while only 4.2 percent 
reported a flat course fee. 

In 85 percent of the schools, the 
shop instructor collected the- fees, 
while in 11.4 percent the payments 
were made to the school office. 

Little agreement was found as to 
the time payments were made. In 43.6 
percent of the schools, the money is 
collected when the project is complete, 
but in 12.7 percent it is collected a

Sports Roundup 


Well, here it is basketball season 
again, almost before we realized it. 
The Blue Devils have got a rough sea- 
son ahead of them in the conference 
which is tougher than it has been for 
many years. Blue Devil hopes are slim 
for conference aspirations in a league 
which should show a sharp cleavage 
between very good first division 
teams and teams which are good, but 
hardly in the same class as the power 
laden top four or five. 

All four of the teams slated for the 
top, Whitewater, Eau Claire, La 
Crosse, and Superior, are loaded with 
veterar material and should be fight- 
ing it out between themselves for top 
loop slots. Platteville, who will play 
the only 11 game card this year 
should manage to stick right up there 
too, by virtue more of their avoiding 
too many meetings with strong north- 
ern teams than through having a par- 
ticular powerhouse then:selves. 

Among those four teams generally 
slated for conference top, Superior is 
at present the one to watch Most 
sports authorities figure them for 
third or fourth, but with big guns 
Walker and Whittier back, they might 
go lots further than expected. For 
those of you who are looking for 
teams that might upset all the cal- 
culators and really get red hot, watch 
the River Falls Falcons. With a new 
coach and high scorer Roger Kuss 
back for more points, those boys just 
might go hog wild and run right up 
to the top. 

But with conference play opening 
tonight, with Stevens Point playing 
host to Oshkosh, that time of the year

Stout games to see will be the 
one against Milwaukee, where coach 
Johnson’s boys might pull an upset, 
and the Stevens Point tussel, which 
might also turn into a Stout victory. 

On the top end of the prediction, 
Whitewater has got a real power- 
house back, having lost only two of 
their lettermen from the squad which 
tied for second place last year. Eau 
Claire also has most of their big guns 
back, and could well take the loop 
top but for their one game with 
Whitewater, which to me looks just 
a little bit stronger. Superior and La 
Crosse are both strong and might well 
upset these figures too.

are in competition with the police department and the fire department for 


| financial support, Because of this highly competitive position, it is important 


that teachers recognize their responsibility to the community, 

; To be more specific: Satisfied customers, students, represent one of the 
best public relations media teachers can cultivate. A boy who likes school 
is a tremendous salesman. His own life seems worthwhile; his parents are 
proud of his success; and his community, too, senses that the school must 
be doing a good job. 

People of all ages tend to resent authority. For the greater part of 
twelve years teachers have been cast in I 
Tt i ab at y this n respon used will de- 
termine, to a large measure, the subconscious attitudes which are being 
by youth. Thoughtless, arbitrary, or dictatorial teachers have un- 
doubtedly caused many scars on the minds of impressionable youth. The 
use of fear as motivation for learning in the elementary school has done 


little in developing a kindly feeling toward schools. 
“People of all ages like to succeed. Little people in the primary grades, 
in-junier-high-sehool,-and- youth in-senior high all enjoy” 


the pleasant experiences associated with ; 
who drops out of school, or the boy who does not pass in a subject? Despite 
the cause in each case, the school has failed to meet the needs of that girl 
and boy. Boys and girls who attend the public schools should be given 
an opportunity to enjoy a measure of success within the limits of their 


abilities and interests—that much we owe youth. 


Youngsters do_grow up; they do become tax paying members of’ an 
adult_society.--¥es,-they—even.-are—elected.to_the_board_of education, 
it matter that these. young adults acquire a deep-seated fear of a teacher 
back in grade school? That théy look back on an incomplete high school 
record or a subject failure with a feeling of resentment and disgust? Just 
how much it matters we teachers will probably never know. And yet make 
no mistake that this feeling is not pleasent in a community. Not all of the 
unkind remarks made about teachers are said in jest. Some adults still feel 
uncomfortable in a social gathering when teachers are present. In certain 
communities teachers live as a group apart. ~

MEWS RELEASES BY 
THE VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 


The 1952 dividend on National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance will not be avail- 
able to eligible veterans in cash or 
for use as premium payments before 
the anniversary date of the policy 
in 1952, the Veterans Administration 
warned. 

This point was stressed today by 
Charles G, Beck, Manager of the VA 
District Office, Fort Snelling, Minne- 
sota, in reply to many inquiries from 
veteran policy-holders who were un- 
der the impression the dividend is 
already due them and is being ap- 
plied to their premium payments im- 
mediately because they did not re- 
quest cash payment. 

The VA announced recently that it 
will pay a regular dividend of $200,- 
000,000 to approximately 65,000,000 
policy holders whose policies were in 
force under premium-paying condi- 
tions for three months or longer be- 
tween the 1951 and 1952 anniversary 
dates of their policies, Payments on 
policies with January anniversary 


dates are scheduled to be made in| Lan, 


March. 

Inder Public Law 36, 82nd Con- 
gress, policy holders who wish to re- 
ceive their 1952 dividend in cash must 
notify the VA on the special card re- 
cently mailed them. If cash payment 
is not requested, the dividend will be 
used by the VA to pay the premiums 
becoming due after the policy anni- 
versary date on which the dividend 
is payable, if the policy holder fails 
to pay such premiums, 

In lieu of receiving the dividend in 
cash, any policy holder may request 
the VA in writing to apply his 1952 
dividend as an advance payment on 
premiums falling due after the 1952 
anniversary date of his policy. 

Also, the NSLI Act of 1940 pro- 
vides that on permanent type policies 
only, the policy holder may request 
the VA in writing to place the divi- 
dend on deposit at interest, with the 
aggregate to be included in the calc- 
ulation of cash value at time of laspe 
or maturity.

OETTING GOES 
TO EDUCATION 
CONFERENCE 


The seventh annual conference on 
higher education held at the Sherman 
Hotel in Chicago, April 17-19, was 
well attended by college teachers from 
all parts of the United States and by 
delegates from some other nations. E. 
R. Oetting, Chaivman of the Depart- 
ment of Education of The Stout Insti- 
tute, was a participant. The general 
conference topics were “Manpower 
and Financial Resources for Higher 
Education,” and “Opportunities and 
Responsibilities for the Values in 
Higher Education.” 

Key speakers on the topics were 
Robert L. Clark, Director, Office of 
Human Resources, National Security 
Resources Board, with an address on 
“The National Outlook for Man- 
power,” and Courtney C. Brown, As- 
sistant to the Chairman of the Board, 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
speaking on the subject of “Over-all 
Outlook for the Nation’s Economy.” 

There followed small group confer- 
ences on the implications of the trends 
indicated by the speeches, implications 
on finance, enrollment, administration 
and student personnel. 

From the data presented it is in- 
dicated that, though enrollment trends 
will be down for several years to 
come, by 1960 colleges will again be 
crowded.
